SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


a 


To the- citizens and taxpayers of Bethlehem: 

Following the annual custom, we herewith submit our 
report of the financial affairs of the town for the past fiscal 
year: 

In conducting the business of the town, we have tried 
to faithtully perform the duties of our office, according 
to the best of our ability, and in the detailed accounts 
following, have shown how every dollar of your money 
was expended. It is your privilege and custom to approve 
or criticize, and from your verdict there is no appeal. 

We have paid and destroyed the last of the outstanding 
bonds and coupons amounting to $937. 

The new iron bridge at Wing Road voted at the March 
meeting has been constructed at a total cost of $2,800, in- 
cluding the abutments and grading, and we feel it to be a 
permanent and satisfactory piece oi work in every way. 
‘You will recall that no appropriation was made therefor. 

You voted to raise and appropriate $300 for the erec- 
tion or purchase of a suitable building and site for use in 
quarantining contagious diseases, and we bought a good 
house with sufficient land for that purpose for $250, and 
expended on the same for repairs, including shingling, the 
sum of $50. 

A new road machine was purchased at a cost of $250. 

In accordance with the vote of the town, we made 
application for state aid in permanent repair of highways, 
as per laws of 1905, and received from above source $518.80, 
which with $1,297.50 taken from our usual highway appro- 
priation making a total of $1,816.30, was expended under 
the supervision of the state engineers, as required by law. 
The items are given in the financial report. As there ap- 


spears to be a misunderstanding on the part of many tax- 
jpayers, we wish to state that your vote carried no extra ap- 
propriation for this work, but that the amount expended 
for the town share of the total, wae one per cent, On the 
assessed valuation, which has been annually appropriated 
for highways for many years past. 
As the provisions and requirements of this highway 
Jaw possibly may not be generally understood, we quote 
below the important parts relating to raising and expending 
ithe money for permanent improvements. 
“Sect. 3. Each town shall, of the amount annually 
raised and appropriated for the repair of its highways, set 
apart the following amounts, to be used for the permanent 
‘improvement of its main highways, such improvement to be 
made under the advice of the state engineer. Towns hav- 
ing a valuation of less than $2,000,000, $1 on each $1,000 of 
‘their valuation.” (in which class our town is included). . . 
“Sect. 4. If any city or town .. . desires state aid, as 
contemplated by this act, for the permanent improvement of 
‘the highways within such towns . . . in addition to the im- 
‘provements provided for by the amount set apart, as re- 
quired by Section 3 ofthis act, such city or town . . . shall 
‘raise, appropriate and set apart an additional sum equal 
‘to fifty per cent. of the amount required to be set apart for 
‘permanent improvements under section 3 of this act, .. ” 
Aor for our town, 50 cents on $1,000 of valuation). The 
‘italics are ours. 
“Sect. 5. The governor and council shall apportion | 
from the amount appropriated under the provisions of this _ , 
act, ((by the state) to each city or town .. . whichhas ap perm 
vact—ths-the-state}+to eacil city or town ..—-whie 
ard szyapart the additional amount provided for in section 4 en- 
titling it to state aid for the permanent improvement of its 
highways, for each dollar so set apart by such city or town 
: under sections 3 and 4 the following amounts: 
Seowns.. .... having a. valuation of ...... $500,000 and 
less. than $1,000,000 (our class), 40 cents.”.... (or 60 
scents on $1,000 of valuation). 
As you are aware, the statutes require one-fourtir of 
‘one per cent. on assessed valuation to be raised for high- 
way money—but as we raise one-half of one per cent., no 
additional appropriation is necessary to obtain state aid, nor 
\was any extra money raised last year for that purpose. 
The action.of:the law is simply this: Out of the amount 
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annually raised for highways, we are obliged to set apart 
and expend $1 on $1,000 valuation for permanent repairs. 
under state supervision, and if we will set apart an extra 50: 
cents therefor, the state will give us in addition 60 cents on 
$1,000 of our valuation. All bills against the town have 
been paid so far as we know, and the only outstanding 
orders are Road Commissioners’ orders amounting to $34.

ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT, 


THOMAS TRUDEAU. 


‘To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: — 

I herewith submit my report of expenditures on the 
highways of the town under my supervision. I paid the sum 
Of $359.62 for labor and team work grading for sidewalks, 
and the completion and extension of the Main street surface 
‘drain cost $90.75. 

Park avenue and Main street in front of Cruft block, 
Maplewood Hotel and Poplar Cottage were re-surfaced and 
‘graded. 

Whitcomb hill, Swett hill; the roads from the Uplands 
to Mr. Macbeth’s, and W. C. Noyes to Bethlehem Hollow 
were widened and re-graded. The Long hill and Agassiz 
hill were completed, and ought to stand for years with 
‘small repairs. | 

The culverts at foot of cross road on Long hill, at 
junction of Swasey road and Main street, and at foot of 
Agassiz hill were all laid in cement and covered with stone, 
‘and are a permanent work that will not need further out- 
ay for many years. The first mentioned alone cost nearly 
$200. Drain pipe culverts have been laid to replace plank 
‘and in some places where there was no drain, as follows: 
15 inch on Main street near Swasey road, 15 inch near Saw- 
‘yer schoolhouse, 15 inch near Glessner’s, 15 inch beyond 
Atwood’s, 12 inch on Bethlehem Hollow hill; 8 inch pipe 
cat the following places: near Mrs. Witham’s, near Sinclair 
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barns, near Ned Connery’s, near Macbeth’s, near Henry 
Miller’s, two near Glessner’s, drain and catch-basin near: 
Strawberry Hill House, and one 6 inch laid on Swasey 
road. 

Ail of these culverts were laid in fine sand according: 
to the directions of the State Engineers, so that the frost 
would not effect them detrimentally. In addition to-the 
work -specially mentioned above, I have made the usual 
repairs upon the highways under my care, endeavoring 
to put and keep them in good condition. An itemized ac- 
count of the money expended by me for all purposes as. 
mentioned above, is given below.

TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
FOR THE 


FISCAL YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 35, 1906 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Town School District: 

In accordance with the requirements of the statutes of 
the State, we submit herewith our annual report of the 
schools of the district for the past fiscal year. 

The school year has been one of average prosperity, 
and with few exceptions, the schools have been in charge of 
experienced and efficient .teachers, a number of whom 
taught in the district during the previous year. It has 
been our policy to retain whenever possible, those teachers 
whose fidelity, capability and earnest effort have made good 
progress and keen interest 1n school work possible, and the 
result correspondingly pleasing to all who are interested 
in good schools. 

We particularly desire to emphasize the fact which we 
called to vour attention last year, namely, that some of our 
largest schools, which have had excellent teachers, do not 
show the advancement in work, as a school, that should 
have been made, for the reason that some of the parents in 
these districts do not realize, apparently, the necessity of 
sending their children to school regularly. The low aver- 
age afrendance is discouraging to us and to the teachers, 
and has a demoralizing effect upon the whole school. You 
have always been libeal in your appropriations for school 
purposes, and every dollar ought to buy a dollar’s worth of 
education. We sincerely hope for a marked improvement 
in attendance at these schools in the future, and trust that 
the parents will co-operate with the teachers in keeping their 
children interested in their work, that encouraging advance- 
ment be made and a thorough knowledge of their studies 
be acquired. 

~The school houses are now in fair condition, but more 
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needs to be done in the way of repairs to put them in first-- 
class shape. We have had the buildings at the Holiow and. 
Junction shingled, and these, as well as the houses at. West 
Hill and Agassiz, should be painted at least one coat this 
spring, and it will be false economy to delay doing so- 
another year. The school house,at South Road needs re- 
pairing inside, as a part of the ceiling of plaster has fallen, . 
and the rest is in an unsightly condition. 
Regarding text-books, we exchanged the arithmetic - 
formerly used for Smith’s, ontof the latest, and we believe, . 
the best published, and they have met the approval of the 
teachers. We desire to make this year, if possible, an 
exchange in the geography now in use, as it is not only - 
far from up to date, but the copies are so badly the worse 
for wear, that a number will be required to make good the - 
usable copies, and it would seem an opportune time to 
put in a late edition of some standa@ work. We have 
paid for tuitions at high schools during the past year the 
sum of $676.88, receiving a rebate from the State of 
$251.76. An itemized statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures will be found in the Treasurer’s report following.
